She also knows of the ecstatic joy that 
comes from ov ercoming handicaps.

So writes Betsey Barton in her book, "And 
N ow to Live Again," which has to do with 
the problems of the disabled in finding a 
normal, creative existence. She writes from 
her own experience. When she was sixteen she 
was paralyzed as the result of an automobile 
accident. She went through a long period of 
utter discouragement and fear at the thought 
of meeting the outside world again. Then. 
ever so gradually, her courage came back. 
Miss Barton refers to her own story only 
as an object lesson for others faced with a 
similar situation. She knows well the deep 
agony that results from physical disabilities. 
One story she tells is of an American major, 
a hero who lost a leg in the South Pacific, and who experienced 
his first moment of abject misery when, on his arrival at San Fran­ 
cisco, he imagined some boys were laughing at his ^initial attempts 
to walk. 
She also knows of the ecstatic joy that 
comes from overcoming handicaps. An old 
man, who had lost both legs when he had 
jumped under a train to com mit suicide, 
was being taught to walk again on arti­ 
ficial limbs. On the day he succeeded in 
mounting the model of the bus steps in 
the exercise room, he called triumphantly 
for someone to look at him, shouting, "I’m 
on top of the world!"

When a dairyman compares his 
mint statements, he should check 
not only the butterfat test but 
also the weight of the milk deliv­ 
ered and the pounds of liutterfat 
it contained, suggests O. R. Ov­ 
erman, professor of daip' chem­ 
istry, University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture. 
Factors which increase the vol­ 
ume of milk produced tend to low­ 
er the butterfat test, and factors 
which reduce the volume of milk 
tend to raise the test of the but­ 
terfat. 
Overman pointed to several fac­ 
tors which cause 
the 
butterfat 
tests of milk to vary: 
The milk of a cow recently fresh­ 
ened may test high. 
This condi­ 
tion is a temporary one, he said, 
and after it disappears the milk 
is likely to test lowest during the 
first few months following fresh­ 
ening. As the lactation advances, 
the test tends to increase and be­ 
comes high near the end of the 
lactation. 
Tests-of milk are usually high­ 
est during the coldest months of 
winter and gradually decrease with 
the coming of 
warm 
weather, 
reaching their lowest point in June, 
July or August. 
The completeness of milking and 
the length of time between milk­ 
ings may affect the tests.

complete milkings give milk with

"(7) Outdoor sign lighting except for: (I) directional or identillca> 
tion signs required for flra ond police protection, troffic control, 
transportation terminals or hespHols; or directional or Wentiflcotien 
signs for any similar essential public services the lighting of which 
is speciflceliy certified to be necessary by local public authority. 
Certification shall bo mad. in writing to the ap|wprlate electric 
supplier and need not be in any particular form; (ii) Directional or 
identification signs using not moro than 60 watts per establish­ 
ment, for doctors and for hotels, and othor public lodging 
establishments."

"(2) Outdoor display lighting except where necessary for the con­ 
duct of the business of outdoor establishments. 


“ (3) Outdoor decorative and outdoor ornamental lighting. 


"(4) Show window lighting except where necessary for interior 
illumination. 


a (5) Marquee lighting in excess of 60 watts for each marquee. 


"(6) White w ay street lighting in excess of the amount determined 
by local public authority to be necessary for public safety. 


"(7) Outdoor sign lighting except for: (i) directional or identifica­ 
tion signs required for fire and police protection, traffic control, 
transportation terminals or hospitals; or directional or identification 
signs for any similar essential public services the lighting of which 
is specifically certified to be necessary by local public authority. 
Certification shall be made in writing to the appropriate electric 
supplier and need not be in any particular form; (ii) Directional or 
identification signs using not more than 60 watts per establish­ 
ment, for doctors and for hotels, and other public lodging 
establishments/' 


As a supplier of electricity, the Public Service Company of Northern Illinois is 
required to bring this order to the attention of all its customers using electricity for 
these purposes. 


This order of the War Production Board is by its terms mandatory, effective February 
I, 1945, and places the responsibility for compliance upon the users of electricity. The 
War Production Board, however, urges voluntary compliance as soon as possible. 


The order further requires that the Company notify any customer known by the 
Company to be in continued violation of the order after February I. A copy of this 
notification must be sent to the District Office of the War Production Board. 


The War Production Board asks full cooperation of all users affected. The order pro­ 
vides that wilful violation is subject to fine or imprisonment, and further provides that 
the Board upon determination of continued violation, may direct the suspension of 
service and prescribe the conditions under which service may be restored.

Four million pigs, or about one- 
third of the twelve million pigs 
farrowed on Illinois farm s 
last 
year, died before 
they reached 
marketable age, according to es­ 
tim ates made by the department of 
animal pathology and hygiene. Un­ 
iversity of Illinois College of Agri­ 
culture. 
Not only does this rep­ 
resent a large financial loss, but 
also involved are losses in labor, 
feed and pork on the m arket, which 
all add up to less efficient produc­ 
tion. 
Some of this loss is inevitable, 
the report says, for mortality from 
accidents, lack of sufficient milk, 
birth of unthrifty pigs, etc., will 
always occur wherever swine are 
raised. A large portion of the four 
million pigs lost, 
however, 
die 
from preventable causes, including 
such diseases as hog cholera, swine 
erysipelas, worm infestation, con­ 
tagious abortion, infections asso­ 
ciated with unkept hog lots and 
nutritional factors.
